Wyberg told him the skip would not 
be up long, and Truscott left. Pres- 
ently the skip came down and after it 
had passed the 600 level Wyberg no- 
ticed that the skip “bumped” and he 
turned his flashlight down the shaft 
to signal to Truscott,

LONDON (\P)—The Admiralty an- 
nounced just before midnight that 
it had decided to mobilize the en- 
tire British fleet. 


LONDON, ‘(WP—Prime Minister Ne- 
ville Chamberlain told the nation to- 
night he has not given up hope of 
avoiding war over Czechoslovakia and 
would not hesitate to pay a third vis- 
it to Germany if necessary. 

He declared he considers Hitler’s de- 
mands for the immediate return of 
| Sudetenland “unreasonable” but tem- 
pered the statement by saying, “How- 
| ever, you know I am going to work for 
| peace until the last minute.” 
| Chamberlain gave a stern warning 
| that the British Empire is ready to 
fight any .power that seeks to domi- 
nate the world by force. 

He said Great Britain cannot under- 
take “to involve the whole British Em- 
pire,” just because of the Czechs “how- 
|ever much we may sympathize with a 
small nation,” adding “if we are to 
fight it must be on larger issues than 
that,” referring to the current cirsis.

therefore he chose the rhapsodic, dra- 
matic ballad-type to express the beauty 
of the folk music of his native land, 
Hungary. 

The “Second Rhapsody” is the most 
famous of the fifteen Hungarian rhap- 
sodies for piano by Lizt. By the use otf 
characteristic folk themes and the pe- 
culiar rhythms of the musical gypsies, 
Lizt gives a glimpse of Hungarian Na- 
tionality in a remarkable degree. This 
composition consists of a slow intro- 
ductory movement patterned after the 
“Lassen” or slow dance, followed by a 


rapid “Friska” from the “Czardas,” the | 


national dance of Hungary. 

The second group to be offered in 
the concert will be from Mr. Dotzel’s 
first symphony, ‘‘Andante from First 
Symphony,” Dotzel. A symphony is a 
large composition written for orches- 
tra, usually consisting of four parts 
which follow this plan; Part One, Al- 
iegro (a fast movement, often with a 
slow introduction); Part Two, Andante 
(a slow movement); Part Three, Scher- 
zo, (a vivacious movement with mark- 
ed rhythm); and Part Four, Allegro 
(The grand finale). The Andante from 
Mr. Dotzel’s symphony was inspired in 
the High Sierra in the vicinity of 
Wright’s Lake and had its initial per- 
formance by the Sonfinietta in 1937 
and was well received and enjoyed im- 
mediate success. 

Scherzo, “Midsummer Night's 
Mendelsohn. Mendelssohn 
(1809-1847) a cultivated and wealthy 
Jew, was noted for his ability to write 
with accuracy three styles: religious, 
brilliant and mystic. The myStic pre- 


; vails in the elfin staccato passages in 


the Scherzo from his musical setting 
for Shakespeare’é fairy comedy, ‘A 
Mid-Summer Night’s Dream.” It is a 
delicate piece of orchestration, being 
scored for strings, woodwinds, horns, 
trumpets and kettle drums. There are 
two contrasting themes. 

“Nutcracker Suite,’ Tschaikowsky. 
A suite is a series of pieces written in 
dance form. The famous ‘‘Nutcracker,” 


‘written in 1892, is a ballet based on 


the Hoffman fairy tale of a little girl 
who, having eaten too many Christ- 
man goodies, dreams on Christmas 
night that the tree is lighted and the 
toys and dolls are holding a fairy re- 
vel led by “Nut Cracker,” the prince 
of fairy land. Tschaikowsky was in- 
spired to arrange a musical setting for 


Ane ballet.
